GAME FISH SAYS

Noted Sportsman Gives Big
Boost for Sport in Hawaii
To Mainland Press

OAKLAND, Cal.—Frederick K. Burn-
[ ham, noted sportsman and big-game
hunter, has retarned from Honoluln
with the report that a big revival has
taken place there in big game fishing.
In fact, Burnham started the revival
He showed the residents of Oahu and
Maui what they possessed in the way
of tuna, dolphins and a soure of other
warm-sea game fishes, and how to
catch them with hook and line.

Burnham, as a resnit, returned to
San Francisco vesterday after a two
months” stay in the islands as first
honorary vice-president of the Hawaii-
an Tuna Club.

“Hawaii is the greatest place for
game fishing in the world,” said Burn-
ham this morning. *“Tuna, doiphin and
shark (and Burnham mentioned a doz-
en varieties of other deep sea game
fish ' by their Hawaiian names) are
plentiful and the sport is far more en-
joyable than at Catalina or om the
Florida coast. While I was at Hono-
Ialuy the Tuna Club was reorganized
and | look to see Hawali hecome in a
couple of years the chief rendezvous
of sporting fishermen of the world.”

Burnham introduced kites into tuna
and shark fishing in Hawaii and the
Japanese markei fisnermen are now
using «ites. v this method bait is
suspended from a kite attached by a
long lime to the boat bearing the fish-
erman. A reel line also attached to
the bait lands tke fish. A movement
Iias been started in Hawaii to adver-
tise their game< fishing to atiract
sportsmen from the United States.
